ALGER HISS, supposedly advised SWEETLAND during April, 1949, that 
she knew ALGER HISS was guilty because he was the one who induced 
her to join the CP. This woman is supposed to have some fear as 
to giving this information to the Department of Justice as she knew 
- that he, HISS, had so many friends there that she would be known 
to have given the information.

ATT.gr.flT TOMS AND TESTIMONY OF WHITTAKER CHAMBERS* 

In a signed statement given on December 8, 1948 at New York City 
CHAMBERS stated that probably around the end of 1936 Colonel BIKOV^in one 
of his conversations with him suggested that it might be^d good idea 
ALGER HISS HARRY DEXTER TOUE/and A. GEORGE SILVERMAN^ gift of some kind. 
After some* discussion, BYKOV thought it might be advisable to present each 
of them with an expensive rug. As a result, CHAMBERS had inquiries made 
of an Armenian rug dealer in New York City and arranged for the purchase of 
three Oriental rugs. He added that to the best of his recollection these 
rugs cost about $200 each. BYKOV furnished him with the money to make 
these purchases and these rugs were sent by the rug dealer via American 
Railway Express to the home of A. GEORGE SILVERMAN in Washington, D. C. 



CHAMBERS went on to state that before delivering these rugs he 
informed HISS, WHITE and SILVERMAN that they were going to be presented ^ 
with gifts as a token of gratitude for the activities of the American 
Communists. According to CHAMBERS, WHITE and SILVERMAN were quite pleased 
with the gift; however, HISS was more polite than pleased when he received 
this gift. According to his reoollection of the delivery of the rugs, 
SILVERMAN, because of his close association with HARRY WHITE, made the de- 
livery of WHITE'S rug. 



Concerning the delivery of the rug for AIDER HISS, CHAMBERS re- 
called that one evening by prearrangement SILVERMAN put the rug in his car, 
drove it to a predesignated point, a restaurant on Route 1 about three or 
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four Biles east of College Park, Maryland. CHAMBERS accompanied HISS in 
the latter’s car to this point and upon arrival there got out of HISS car, 
got the rug from SILVERMAN’S car, and carried it back to HISS’ automobile. 

In New York CHAMBERS testified that four r ugs w ere purchas^i on 
the instructions of BYKOV/ the purchase being made by METER SCHAPIRO^ Those 
fugs were sent to Silvenrian in Washington, D» C. around New Tear’e of 1937. 

* Ne further testified that he saw the rugs in the HISS home at 30th Street 
and that it was kept tied up in a large closet at the front of the basanent. 

He described it as a bright red rug with an Oriental pattern. He further 
testified at the trial that in a conversation before presenting the rug to . 
HISS he stated that the rug was a present from the Soviet people in gratitude 
for the work of the Americap Communists. 

TESTIMONY OF ALGER HlSSxj P 

/ 

On direct-examination HISS testified that WHITTAKER CHAMBERS gave 
him a rug which he still has in his possession sometime while he was living 
on P. Street, Washington, D. C. HISS stated that it was brought to his home 
by CHAMBERS one evening sometime in the late spring* (This would be 1936.) 

At that time HISS accepted it for what he believed was partial payment for the 
rent that was owed to him by CHAMBERS. He described it as bright red, approxi- 
mately nine by twelve* He further explained that CHAMBERS, known to him as 
CROSLET, told him at the time that a •’wealthy patron had given it to him and 
he was making a gift of it to me (HISS)”. 

On cross-examination he testified that CHAMBERS came to his home 
on P. Street in the spring of 1936 and gave him the rug in the presence of 
PRISCILLA HISS. He did not at that time ask specifically why he was receiv- 
ing it but inferred that it was for partial payment on money owed to him. 

Upon further questioning HISS added that he could recall no other reason for 
its being given to him although at no time did he ask CHAMBERS specifically 
why it was being presented to him, 

TESTIMONY OF PRISCILLA HIS3:tf ? 

PRISCILLA HISS’ testimony concerning the rugs was limited to her 
testimony in the cross-examination. She stated that CROSLEY brought a rug 
to their home some months before they moved away from 2905 P* Street. (This 
would mean 1936. ) No further questioning was pursued in this line by the 
prosecution. >

Both SCHAPIRO and TOULOIKIAN testified that the rugs were pur- 
chased on December 23, 1936 end that these same rugs were delivered to 
SCHAPIRO'S residence at 279 West 4th Street, New York City, on December 29, 
1936. However, neither SCHAPIRO nor TOULOUKIAN can testify that the rug, 

* which is presently in the possession of ALGER HISS and referred to by him 
in his testimony, was part of the above-mentioned purchase and shipment. 



Efforts to trace the shipment of the rugs from SCHAPIRO *S 
residence in New York City to A. GEORGE SILVERMAN in Washington, D. C. by * 
the American Express Company have resulted negatively inasmuch as all tangible 
evidence of any such shipment made during that period has been destroyed*

In a signed statement contained in the report of SA CARL N. DB 
TEMPLE, dated March 14, 1949 at Washington, D. C., TOMPKINS stated that she 
was employed by the SILVERMANS as a maid from about September 1935 to about 
May 1945 and during the fall or winter of the year following her employment 
(1936) she recalled that there were three large Oriental rugs, approximately 
nine by twelve, delivered to the SILVERMAN apartment at 2138 California 
Street and placed in the hallway. She remembered that the SILVERMANS 
discussed these rugs and SILVERMAN indicated that they were shipped from New 
York and that one of them was for him. She further leaned that another of 
these rugs was to be delivered to HARRY DEXTER WHITEpfind that the third rug 
was to be delivered to ALGER HISS. She fVirther added at this time that she 
did not know whether or not HISS actually received one of the rugs as she 
had never been in his home. However, she added that she had been in the 
WHITE residence and a ctually observed one of the rugs in his home. 

It is felt that consideration should be given to interviewing 
FLORENCE TOMPKINS in an effort to determine more clearly her recollection’ 
concerning the delivery of the rugs to the SILVERMAN residence and of their 
final disposition. In the event that she is reinterviewed particular care 
should be taken to determine the exact amount of rugs received by her em- 
ployer. In her statement she mentions that three rugs were received whereas 
Dr. SCHAPIRO admits purchasing four.
